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IOWA LAND BILL. 

Ii, BILL making a grant of land. to the St.te of Iowa, in alternate sections, to aid in 
the ClODltrDetioD of certain :Railroads in said State. 

, SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and H()U8e of Repre8en­
tati'Qe8 of the United 8f4te8 of Am.erica, in Oongr688 assern1Jled, That 
there be and is hereby granted to the State of Iowa, for the pur­
pose of aiding iIi the construction of railroads from Burlington, on 
the Mississippi river, to a point on the Mis~ouri river, near the 
mouth of Platte river; from the city of Davenport, via. Iowa City 
aud Fort Des Moines to Oouncil Bluffs; from Lyons City, north­
westerly to a point of intersection with the main line of the Iowa 
Oentral Air Line Railroad, near Maquoketa; thence on said main 
line, running as near as practicable to the forty-sccond parallcl, 
across the said State of Iowa to the Missouri river;- from the city 
of Dubuque to a point on the Missouri river, near Sioux City, with 
a branch from the mouth of the Tete Des Morts, to the nearest point 
'On said road, to be completed as soon as the main road is. complet­
ed to that point, every alternate section of land, designated by odd 
numbers, for six sections in width on each side of said roads. But 
in case it shall appear that the United States have, when the lines 
or routes of said roads are definitely fixed, sold any seotions or any 
parts thereof, granted as aforesaid, or the right of pre-emption has. 
attached to the, same, then it shall be lawful for any agent or agents 
to be appointed by the Governor of said State to select, subject to. 
the appoval of the Secretary of the Interior, from the lands of the 
United States nearest to the tiers of sections above specified, so 
luuch land in alternate scetions or parts of sections, as shall be 
equal to such lands as the United States have sold, or Gtherwise 
appropriated, or to which the rights 9f pre-emption have attached 
as afore.aid!; which lands (thus selected in lieu of those ~old and to 
which pre-emption rights have attached as aforesaid, together with 
the sections and parts of sections by odd numbers as aforesaid, and 
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- appropriated as aforesaid) shall be held by the State of Iowa, for 
the UB8 and P111'pOBe afol'eBaid : p~, That the land to be 10 

located 8baI1 in. case be further than fifteen miles from the lines 
of aaid roads, and selected for and on aecount of each of said roads: . 
p'l'UlJiikdfvr'tlwr,. That·the lands hereby granted for and on ac­
count of said roads severally, shall be exclUBively applied in the 
construction of that road for and on accoant of which such landa 
are hereby granted, and shall be disposed of only as the work pro­
gresses, and the aame shall be applied to no other purpose whateo-

. ever: AM provided~, That any ·and all lands heretofore 
reserved to the United States by any act of Congress, or· in any 
-ether manner by competent anthority, for the purpose of aiding in 
any objects of intemal improvement, or for any other purpose what­
soever, be and the lame are hereby reserved from the operations of 
this act, except 80 far &8 it may be found necessary to locate the 
routes of said railroads through such reserved lands; in which· case 
the right of way only shall be granted, subject to the approval of 
the President of the United States. 

SEC.~. And be itfwrther tmaCtd, That the sections and parts 
of sections of land, which by such grant shan remain to the United 
States within six miles on each side of said roads, shall not be sold 
for less than the dQuble minimum Pt:ice of the public lands when 
ilold; nor shall any ofsaid lands become subject to private entry, 
until the same have been first offered at public sale at the increased 
price. 

SEC. 3. And be-itfu'l'thet· tmaetd, That the said lands hereby 
granted to the said State shall be subject to the disposal of the leg­
islature thereQf for the purpose aforesaid, and no other; and the said 
railrOads shall be and remain public highways for the use of the 
government of the United States, free from toll or other charge 
upon the-transportation of any property or troops of' the United 
States. 

SJIIC. 4. .And be it further 81I,acted, That tbe lands hereby grant­
ed to said State shall be disposed of by said State only in manner 
following: that is to say, that. a quantity ·of land not exceeding one 
hundred and twenty sections for each of said roads, and included 
witlun a continuous length oftwenty mi~es of' each of' said roads 
may be sold; and when the Governor of sai.d State shan certify to 
the Seoretary of the Interior, that a1'1y twenty cootinuo.u.s miles of

any of aaitl roads is completed, then anotker qaan.titr of- land here. 
by granted, not to exceed one hundred and twentr .sections for each 
of said roads having twenty continuous mil. completed as afore­
saii, &Dd included within a continuous length of twenty miles. Of 
each of such roads, ~y be eold; and eo from time to' time until 
ll&id roads are eompleted; and if any of said roada·are not eomplet. 
ed within ten years, ne further sale shall be made and the lands 
unsold shall revert to the United States. 

8m. o • .And ~ tlftWtM1~, T'a&t the United 8tatea mall 
shall be transported over said roada, under the directioll of the Poet 
Oftlce Department, at such price 88 Congrea& may, by law, direct: 
p~ That until such price is fixed by law, the Postmaster 
General shall have the power to determine the same.
